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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 8, and 20-21 are pending in this application and presented for 
examination. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/14/08 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

4. As to claim 1, Applicant argues Smith does not provide information on the content of 
the instant web document. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The cited portion of Smith 
discloses information on the content of the document such as the size of the content of the 
document (Col. 16, In. 5-16). Additionally, Smith discloses information on the content of the 
document such as the encoding used (Col. 17, In. 21, item 1), the time the content was last 
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modified (Col. 17, In. 25, item 5), content-type (Col. 17, In. 41-42, item 17), etc. (Col. 17, In. 
17-52). 

5. Further regarding claim 1, Applicant argues Smith does not disclose location current 
fingerprint information, wherein the current fingerprint information comprises a 
representation of a content of a corresponding document which corresponds to the requested 
document and has a corresponding URL address. The arguments rely on similar reasons to 
those discussed in the preceding paragraph and are therefore refuted by the Examiner for 
similar reasons. 

6. As to claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 20, and 21, Applicant argues the claims are allowable due to 
their dependency on claim 1. However, the Examiner has refuted the allowability of claim 1. 

7. As to claims 20 and 21, the amended subject matter is properly addressed in the new 
grounds of rejection for claims 20 and 21 below (see the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 
rejections of claims 20-21, the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection of claim 21, and the 
35 U.S.C. 102(a/e) rejections of claims 20 -21). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
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8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

10. As to claim 20, Applicant points to pages 7 and 14 of the specification to provide 
support for the newly added claim. However, the material relied upon does not disclose two 
separate numerical representations. That is, there is not a numerical representation of the 
content of the requested document and a numerical representation of the content of the 
corresponding document. Rather, the cited portions of the specification disclose a single 
numerical percentage value. 

11. As to claim 21, the claim is rejected for reasons similar to claim 20 above. 
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As discussed, the cited portions of the specification support only one numerical value. 
In addition to the second value of claim 20, Applicant appears to now be adding two more 
numerical values to the claimed embodiment. If two numerical values is not supported by 
the specification, four numerical values cannot be supported either. 

12. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

13. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

14. As to claim 21, the phrase "the retrieved document" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

15. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international 
application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

16. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 8, and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a/e) as being 
anticipated by Smith et al. (Smith), U.S. Patent No. 6,578,078 Bl. 

17. As to claim 1, Smith discloses a computer implemented method for processing a 
document request (Col. 11, In. 57-63), the computer implemented method comprising: 

requesting a document (Col. 11, In. 57-63), wherein the request contains a URL 
(uniform resource locator) address for locating the document (Col. 11, In. 57-63); 

responsive to the URL address not having the requested document (Col. 13, In. 32-40; 
Col. 15, In. 30-34 and 38-45), 

retrieving fingerprint information from a fingerprint information database to form 
retrieved fingerprint information (Col. 13, In. 32-40; Col. 14, In. 8-17; Col. 15, In. 63 - Col. 
16, In. 4), 

wherein the retrieved fingerprint information comprises a representation of a content 
of the requested document (Col. 16, In. 5-16); 
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locating current fingerprint information in the fingerprint database which matches 
the retrieved fingerprint information (Abstract, In. 1-9; Col. 13, In. 32-40; Col. 15, In. 38-45; 
Col. 16, In. 5-16), 

wherein the current fingerprint information comprises a representation of a content 
of a corresponding document which corresponds to the requested document and has a 
corresponding URL address (Col. 16, In. 5-16; Col. 17, In. 17-48); and 

returning the corresponding document from the corresponding URL address in 
response to the request (Fig. 4, especially items 52, 54, and 60; Abstract, In. 1-9; Col. 13, In. 
32-40; Col. 15, In. 38-45). 

18. As to claim 2, Smith discloses the invention substantially as in parent claim 1, 
wherein the method is controlled by a request forwarder component (Col. 13, In. 32-40; Col. 
15, In. 15-22). 

19. As to claim 4, Smith discloses the invention substantially as in parent claim 1, 
wherein locating current fingerprint information comprises searching the current fingerprint 
information using a resource location broker (Abstract, In. 1-9; Col. 16, In. 5-16; Col. 18, In. 
25-28 and 31-36; back link information corresponds to fingerprint information; Referential 
Preservation Engine corresponds to resource location broker). 
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20. As to claim 5, Smith discloses the invention substantially as in parent claim 2, 
wherein requesting a document comprises requesting a document to a web server by the 
request forwarder component (Fig. 4, especially item 54; Col. 8, In. 12-14 and 20-23; Col. 13, 
In. 32-40). 

21. As to claim 8, Smith discloses the invention substantially as in parent claim 1, 
wherein the retrieved fingerprint information is retrieved from the fingerprint database 
based on a link containing the URL address (Col. 13, In. 32-40; Col. 15, In. 63 - Col. 16, In. 
16; Col. 18, In. 7-17). 

22. As to claim 20, Smith discloses the invention substantially as in parent claim 1, 
wherein the retrieved fingerprint information comprises a numerical representation of the 
content of the requested document, and the current fingerprint information comprises a 
numerical representation of the content of the corresponding document (Col. 16, In. 5-16; 
Col. 17, In. 17-52; there are several numerical values such as the size of the resource, times 
the resource was created and modified, and a count of the number of times a document is 
requested). 
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23. As to claim 21, the claim is rejected for reasons similar to claim 20 above.
